Fine proportionable to it ; and therefore re- 
folv'd to inflict upon them a Puniſhment, parc 


Corporal, and part Pecuniary, and did impoſe 


upon them the Fine of 500 Marks apiece , and 
to ſtand in the Pillory , without Temple- Bar 
one day ; and at the May-pole in the Strand a 
ſecond day ; and at Charing- Croſs a third day : 
and to lie in Cuſtody till their Fines were paid ; 


and they ſhould find Sureties for their good be- 


haviour for a Twelvemonth.
